PEOVI8ION8 APPLICABLE TO THE SEYEEAL EXECUTIVE 

DEPAETMENTS. 

HOITBS OP LABOB IN THE EXECUTIVE DEPABTMENTS. 

19.* Hereafter it shall be the duty of the heads of the several Execu- 
tive Departments, in the interest of the public service, to require of all 
clerks and other employees, of whatever grade or class, in their respec- 
tive Departments, not less than seven hours of labor each day, except 
Sundays and days declared public holidays bylaw or Executive order: 
Provided^ That the heads of the Departments may, by special order, 
stating the reason, further extend the hours of any clerk or employee 
in their Departments, respectively; but in case of an extension it shall 
be without additional compensation: Provided further^ That the head 
of any Department may grant thirty days' annual leave with pay in 
anyone year to each clerk or employee: And provided further^ That 
where some member of the immediate family of a clerk or employee is 
afflicted with a contagious disease and requires the care and attend- 
ance of such employee, or where his or her presence in the Department 
would jeopardize the health of fellow- clerks, and in exceptional and 
meritorious cases, where a clerk or employee is personally ill, and where 
to limit the annual leave to thirty days in any one calendar year would 
work peculiar hardship, it may be extended, in the discretion of the 
head of the Department, with pay, not exceeding thirty days in any 
one case or in any one calendar year. 

This section shall not be construed to mean that so long as a clerk 
or employee is borne upon the rolls of the Department in excess of the 
time herein provided for or granted that he or she shall be entitled to 
pay during the period of such excessive absence, but that the pay 
shall stop upon the expiration of the granted leave. 

. Hereafter it shall be the duty of the head of each Executive Depart- 
ment to require monthly reports to be made to him as to the condition 
of the public business in the several bureaus or offices of his Departs 
ment at Washington; and in each case where such reports disclose 
that the public business is in arrears, the head of the Department in 
which sjich arrears exist shall require, as provided herein, an extension 
of the hours of service to such clerks or employees as may be necessary 
to bring up such arrears of public business.

Hereafter it shall be the duty of the head of each Executive Depart- 
ment, or other Government establishment at the seat of government, not 
under an Executive Department, to make at the expiration of each 
quarter of the l&scal year a written report to the President as to the con- 
dition of the public business in his Executive Department or Govern- 
ment establishment, and whether any branch thereof is in arrears. — 
(Section 7, act of March 15y 1898.) 

CONTINGENT FUNDS. 

46. Hereafter law books, books of reference, and periodicals for use 
of any Executive Department, or other Government establishment not 
under an Executive Department, at the seat of Government, shall not 
be purchased or paid for from any appropriation made for contingent 
expenses or for any specific or general purpose unless such purchase 
is authorized and payment therefor specifically provided in the law 
granting the appropriation,— (/8ecWo» 5, act of March 15 j 1898.) 



CHAPTER V. 



THE DEPARTMENT OF THE TREASURY: THE ACCOUNTING 

OFFICERS.^ 

161. A.11 books, papers, and other matters relating to the office or 
accounts of disbursing of&cers of the Executive Departments, and com- 
missions, boards, and establishments of the Government in the District 
of Columbia shall at all times be subject to inspection and examination 
by the Comptroller of the Treasury and the Auditor of the Treasury 
authorized to settle such accounts, or by the duly authorized agents of 
either of said officials.— (Ac< of February 19 j 1897 ^ 29 Stat. L^ 550.)

COMPOSITION, 
THE BEGULAB ABMY— THE YOLXTNTEEB ABttY— THE MILITIA. 

436. All able-bodied male citizens of the United Stated, and persons of 
foreign birth who shall have declared their intention to become citizens 
of the United States nnder and in pnrsnance of the laws thereof, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-live years, ai'e hereby declared 
to constitute the national forces, ami, with such exceptions and under 
such conditions as may be prescribed by law, shall be liable to perform 
military duty in the service of the United States. — {Act of April 22 j 
1698.) 

The organized and active land forces of the United States shall con- 
sist of the Army of the United States and of the militia of the several 
States when called into the service of the United States: Provided, 
That in time of war the Army shall consist of two branches which 
shall be designated, respectively, as the Regular Army and the Volun- 
teer Army of the United States. — {Section 2, ibid.) 

The Begular Army Is the permanent military establishment, which 
is maintained both in peace and war according to law. — {Section 3y ibid.) 

The Volunteer Army shall be maintained only during the existence 
of war, or while war is imminent, and shall be raised and organized, 
as in this Act provided, only after Congress has or shall have author- 
ized the President to raise such a force or to call into the actual service 
of the United States the militia of the several States: Provided^ That 
all enlistments for the Volunteer Army shall be for a term of two years, 
unless sooner terminated, and that all officers and men comx>osing 
said army shall be discharged from the service of the United States 
when the purposes for which they were called into service shall have 
been accomplished, or on the conclusion of hostilities. — (Section 4, ibid.)

ARTILLERY. 

The artillery of the Army shall consist of seven regiments, and that 
the total number of enlisted men in the Army of the United States, 
including Indian scouts and the Hospital Corps, shall be increased one 
thousand six hundred and ten, the increase to be exclusively for the 
artillery arm. — {Act of March 6, 1898.) 

Each regiment of artillery shall consist of one colonel, one lieu- 
tenant-colonel, three majors, twelve captains, fourteen first lieutenants, 
twelve second lieutenants, one sergeant-major, one quartermaster- 
sergeant, one chief musician, two principal musicians, and twelve 
batteries-. Provided^ That two batteries of each regiment may, in the 
discretion of the President, be organized as field artillery, and each bat- 
tery that may be so organized shall have, in addition to the battery 
organization now authorized by law, four corporals, two farriers, and 
one saddler: And j^ovided further j That each of the remaining batteries 
that are not organized as field artillery may, in the discretion of the 
President, have two additional sergeants. — (Section 2j ihid.) 

All vacancies created or caused by this Act shall be filled by pro- 
motion, according to seniority, from the next lower grade in the arm; 
and the existing provisions of law governing examinations for promotion 

shall apply to appointments made under this Act. — {Section 5, ibid.)

INFANTRY. 

Hereafter the peace organization of each regiment of infantry now in 
service shall embrace one colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, two majors, 
ten captains, twelve first lieutenants, ten second lieutenants, one 
sergeant-major, one quartermaster-sergeant, one chief musician, two 
principal musicians, two battalions of four companies each, and two 
skeleton or unmanned companies; the organized companies to be 
constituted as now authorized by law: Provided^ That nothing herein 
contained shall be construed as abolishing the oflice of chaplain in 
each regiment of colored troops : And provided further j That the vacan- 
cies in the grade of major created by this section shall be filled by pro- 
motion according to seniority in the infantry arm. — {Section i, act of

the regular army, 

441, Upon a declaration of war by Congress,^ or a declaration by 
Congress that war exists the President, in bis discretion, may establish 
a third battalion for each infantry regiment, consisting of fonr com- 
panies, to be supplied by manning the two skeleton companies and by 
organizing two additional companies. The vacancies of commissioned 
officers in the additional companies shall be filled by promotions by 
seniority in the infantry arm, and by appointments in accordance with 
existing law; and hereafter all vacancies occurring in the cavalry, 
artillery, and infantry above the grade of second lieutenant shall, sub- 
ject to the examination now required by law, be filled by promotion 
according to seniority from the next lower grade in each arm.^ — {Section 
2, act of April 26^ 1898.) 

Upon a declaration of war by Congress, or a declaration of Congress 
that war exists, the enlisted strength of a company, troop, and battery, 
respectively, may, in the discretion of the President, be increased to 
comprise not exceeding z^ 

For each company of infantry : One first sergeant, one quartermaster- 
sergeant, four sergeants, twelve corporals, two musicians, one artificer, 
one wagoner, and eighty-four privates; total enlisted, one hundred and 
six. 

For each troop of cavalry: One first sergeant, one quartermaster- 
sergeant, six sergeants, eight corporals, two farriers and blacksmiths, 
two trumpeters, one saddler, one wagoner, seventy-eight privates; total 
enlisted, one hundred. 

For each battery of heavy artillery: One first sergeant, twenty-two 
sergeants, ten corporals, two musicians, two artificers, one wagoner, one 
hundred and sixty-two privates; total enlisted, two hundred. 

' By the act of April 25, 1898, war was formally declared to exist with the Kingdom 
of Spain. The following is the text of the declaration: "First. That war be, and 
the same is hereby, declared to exist, and that war has existed since the twenty-first 
day of April, anno Domini eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, including said day, 
between the United States of America and the Kingdom of Spain. 

* * Second. That the President of the United States be, and he hereby is, directed and 
empowered to use the entire land and naval forces of the United States, and to call 
into the actual service of the United States the militia of the several States, to such 
extent as may be necessary to carry this act into effect."

For each battery of field artillery: One first sergeant, one quarter- 
master-sergeant, one veterinary sergeant, six sergeants, fifteen corpo- 
rals, two farriers, two artificers, one saddler, two musicians, one wagoner, 
one hundred and forty-one privates; total enlisted, one hundred and 
seventy-three. 

When recruited to their war strength the President may add one 
second lieutenant to each battery of artillery; such offices to be filled 
by appointments, as prescribed by existing law. — {Section 4, iMd.) 

In time of war the President shall cause the batteries of artillery 
authorized by law to be organized as heavy or field artillery, as in his 
judgment the exigencies of the service may require. — {Section 5, ibid,) 

For each company of engineers : One first sergeant, ten sergeants, 
ten corporals, ten musicians, sixty-four first-class privates, sixty-three 
second-class privates; total enlisted, one hundred and fifty. In time 
of war there shall be added to the Signal Corps of the Army ten cor- 
porals, one hundred first-class privates, and forty second-class privates, 
who shall have the pay and allowances of engineer troops of the same 
grade. 

The quartermaster and veterinary sergeants provided for in this sec- 
tion shall have the pay and allowances of sergeants of their respective 
arms. — {Section 3, ibid 

PAY AND ALLOWANOBS. 

In time of war the pay proper of enlisted men shall be increased 
twenty per centum over and above the rates of pay as fixed by law: 
Frovidedy That in war time no additional increased compensation shall 
be allowed to soldiers performing what is kaown as extra or special 
duty: Provided further y That any soldier who deserts shall, besides 
incurring the penalties now attaching to the crime of desertion, forfeit 
aU right to pension which he might otherwise have acquired. — {Section 
6j iUd.) 

In time of war every officer serving with troops operating against 
an enemy who shall exercise, under assignment in orders issued by com- 
petent authority, a command above that pertaining to his grade, shall 
be entitled to receive the pay and allowances of the grade appropriate 
to the command so exercised: Provided^ That a rate of pay exceeding 
that of a brigadier-general shall not be paid in any case by reason of 
such assignment 

BEDUGTION OF WAB ESTABLISHMENT. 

At the end of any war in which the United States may become 
involved the Army shall be reduced to a peace basis by the transfer in 
the same arm of the service or absorption by promotion or honorable 
discharge under such regulations as the Secretary of War may estab- 
lish of supernumerary commissioned officers and the honorable dis- 
charge or transfer of supernumerary enlisted men; and nothing con-

tained in ibis Act shall be constraed as antborizlng a permanent 
increase of tbe commissioned or enlisted force of tbe Eegular Army 
beyond that now provided by the law in force prior to the passage of 
this Act, except as to the increase of twenty-five majors provided for 
in section one hereof. — {Section 7, ibid.) 

THE VOLUNTEEE ARMY. 
ORGANIZATION AND RBCRXTITMENT. 

442. When it becomes necessary to raise a volanteer army the Presi- 
dent shall issue his proclamation stating the number of men desired, 
within such limits as may be fixed by law, and the Secretaiy of War 
shall prescribe such rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the 
terms of this Act, as may in his judgment be necessary for the purpose 
of examining, organizing, and receiving into service the men called 
for: Providedj That all men received into service in the Volunteer 
Army shall, as far as practicable, be taken from the several States and 
Territories and the District of Columbia and the Indian Territory in 
proportion to their population. And any company, troop, battalion or 
regiment from the Indian Territory shall be formed and organized 
under such rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of WsiX.^— {Section 5, act of April 22, 1898.) 

The Volunteer Army and the Militia of the States when called into 
the service of the United States shall be organized under, and shall be 
subject to, the laws, orders, and regulations governing the Eegular 
Army: Provided, That each regiment of the Volunteer Army shall have 
one surgeon, two assistant surgeons, and one chaplain, and that all the 
regimental and company officers shall be appointed by the governors of 
the States in which their respective organizations are raised : Provided 
further, That when the members of any company, troop, battery, bat- 
talion or regiment of the organized militia of any State shall enlist in 
the Volunteer Army in a body, as such company, troop, battery, bat- 
talion or regiment, the regimental, company, troop, battery and battalion 
officers in service with the militia organization thus enlisting may be 
appointed by the governors of the States and Territories, and shall 
when so appointed be officers of corresponding grades in the same 
organization when it shall have been received into the service of the 
United States as a part of the Volunteer Army: Provided further, 
That the President may authorize the Secretary of War to organize 
companies, troops, battalions, or regiments, possessing special qualifica- 

' Under the authority conferred by the acts of April 20 and April 22, 1898, and in 
pursuance of the declaration of war with the Kingdom of Spain contained in the act 
of April 25, 1898, a call was addressed to the governors of the several States for a 
force of 125,000 volunteers (G. 0.

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tions, from the nation at large not to exceed three thousand men, unaer 
such rules and regulations, including the appointment of the officers 
thereof, as may be prescribed by the Secretary of War. — (Section 6^ ibid.) 

All enlistments for the Volunteer Armj'^ shall be for a term of two 
years, unless sooner terminated. — {Section 4, ibid.) 

All organizations of the Volunteer Army shall be so recruited from 
time to time as to maintain them as near to their maximum strength 
as the President may deem necessary, and no new organization shall 
be accepted into service from any State unless the organizations 
already in service from such State are as near to their maximum 
strength of officers and enlisted men as the President may deem 
necessary. — {Section 7, ibid,) 

In the event of a call by the President for either volunteers or the 
militia of the country the President is authorized to accept the quotas 
of troops of the various States and Territories, including the District 
of Columbia and Indian Territory, as organized under the laws of the 
States and Territories, including the District of Columbia, in compa- 
nies, troops, and batteries, each to contain so far as practicable the 
number of enlisted men authorized in this Act for each arm of the 
service, and battalions of not less than three such companies and regi- 
ments of not less than ten nor more than twelve such companies. But 
this proviso shall apply to companies, troops, batteries, battalions, and 
regimental organizations and none other: Provided further y That in 
volunteer organizations received into the service under this Act and 
existing laws, one hospital steward shall be authorized for each 
battalion. — {Section 5, act of April J96, 1898,) 

V^OLUNTEER ENGINEER BRIGADE AND IMMUNES. 

In addition to the volunteer forces provided for by the Act of April 
twenty-second, eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, entitled "An Act to 
provide for temporarily increasing the military establishment of the 
United States in time of war, and for other purposes,'' the President 
may authorize the Secretary of War to organize, under the terms and 
conditions of the aforesaid Act, a volunteer brigade of engineers from 
the nation at large, to consist of not more than three regiments and not 
more than three thousand five hundred men, possessing the special 
qualifications necessary for engineer troops, under such rules and regu- 
lations, including the appointment of the officers thereof, as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of War: Provided, That not to exceed 
three officers of the Corps of Engineers of the Eegular Army may hold 
volunteer commissions in any one regiment of the volunteer brigade of 
engineers at the same time : And provided further, That all officers shall 
be appointed by the President and with the consent of the Senate. — 
Act of uMay 11, 1898. 

And the President is further empowered, during the present war, 
under the Act of April twenty-second, eighteen hundred and ninety-

eight, to authorize the Secretary of War to organize an additional vol- 
unteer force of not exceeding ten thousand enlisted men possessing 
immunity from diseases incident to tropical climates; the of&cers 
thereof to be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate. — Section 2j ibid. 

The provisions of the Act of April twenty-second, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-eight, which provide that volunteers called out by procla- 
mation of the President shall be apportioned to the several States, and 
the provisions of said Act which provide that the Governors of the 
States shall appoint officers shall not apply to this Act. — Section 5, ibid. 

RETURNS AND MUSTER ROLLS. 

All returns and muster rolls of organizations of the Volunteer 
Army and of Militia organizations while in the service of the United 
States shall be rendered to the Adjutant-General of the Army, and 
upon the disbandment of such organizations the records pertaining 
to them shall be transferred to and filed in the Becord and Pension 
Office of the War Department. And Eegimental and all other Medical 
officers serving with volunteer troops in the field or elsewhere shall 
keep a daily record of all soldiers reported sick, or wounded as shown 
by the morning calls or reports, and shall deposit such reports with 
other reports provided for in this section with the Eecord and Pension 
office as provided herein, for other reports, returns and muster rolls. — 
(Section <S, act of April 22^ 1898.) 

TACTICAL ORGANIZATION. 

BRIGADES, DIVISIONS; AND ARMY CORPS. 

In time of war, or when war is imminent, the troops in the service of 
the United States, whether belonging to the Eegular or Volunteer 
Army or to the Militia, shall be organized, as far as practicable, into 
divisions of three brigades, each brigade to be composed of three or 
more regiments; and whenever three or more divisions are assembled 
in the same army the President is authorized to organize them into 
army corps, each corps to consist of not more than three divisions.^ — 
[Section 9, ibid.) 

GENERAL OFFICERS — STAFF OFMCBBS. 

The staff of the commander of an army corps shall consist of one 
assistant adjutant-general, one chief engineer, one inspector-general, 
one chief quartermaster, one chief commissary of subsistence, one 
Judge Advocate, and one chief surgeon, who shall have, respectively, 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel; one assistant adjutant-general, who 
shall have the rank of captain, and the aids-de-camp authorized by law. 

' Seven army corps were constituted by the President in G. O. 36, A. G. 0. 1898. 
They are to be numbered, seriaUy, from one to seven. 
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The staff 'of ihe commander of a division shall consist of one assistant 
adjutant-general, one engineer officer, one inspector-general, one chief 
quartermaster, one chief commissary of subsistence^ and one chief sur- 
geon, who shall have, respectively, the rank of maior, and the aids-de- 
camp authorized by law. The staff of the commander of a brigade shall 
consist of one assistant adjutant-general, one assistant quartermaster, 
and one commissary of subsistence, each with the rank of caption, one 
surgeon, and the aids-de-camp authorized by law. The staff officers 
herein authorized for the corps, division, and brigade commanders may 
be appointed by the President, by and witii the advice and consent of the 
Senate, as officers of the Volunteer Army, or may be assigned by him, 
in his discretion, from officers of the Regular Army or the Volunteer 
Army, or of the militia in the service of the United States: Provided, 
That Avhen relieved from such staff* service said appointments or 
assignments shall terminate. — {Section 10, ibid,) 

The President is hereby authorized to appoint in the Volunteer Army, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, not exceeding one 
major-general for each organized army corps and division, and one 
brigadier-general for each brigade, and any officer so selected and 
appointed from the Regular Army shall be entitled to retain his rank 
therein: Provided, That each general officer of the Volunteer Army 
shall be entitled to the number of aids-de-camp authorized for an officer 
of like grade in the Regular Army. — {Section 11, ibid.) 

The Governor of any State or Territory may, with the consent of the 
President, appoint officers of the Regular Army in the grades of field 
officers in organizations of the Volunteer Army, and officers thus 
appointed shall be entitled to retain their rank in the Regular Army: 
Provided, That not more than one officer of the Regular Army shall 
hold a commission in any one regiment of the Volunteer Army at the 
same time. — {Section 13, ibid,) 

PAY AND ALLOWANCES. 

All officers and enlisted men of the Volunteer Army, and of the 
militia of the States when in the service of the United States, Shall be 
in all respects on the same footing as to pay, allowances, and pensions 
as that of officers and enlisted men of corresponding grades in the 
Regular Army. — {Section 12, ibid.) 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The general commanding a separate department or a detached army 
is authorized to appoint from time to time military boards of not less 
than three nor more than five Volunteer officers of the Volunteer Army 
to examine into the capacity, qualifications, conduct, and efficiency of 
any commissioned officer of said army within his command : Provided, 
That each member of the board shall be superior in rank to the officer 
whose qualifications are to be inquired into : And provided further. That 
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if the report of sttch a board is adverse to the continuance of any offi- 
cer, and the report be approved by the President, such officer shall be 
discharged from service in the Volunteer Army, at the discretion of 
the President, with one month's pay and allowances. — {Sectiem 14y ibid.) 
All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
be, and the same are hereby, repealed. — {Section 15 y ibid.) 

DISBANDMBNT OF VOLUNTEER ARMY. 

All officers and men composing said army shall be discharged i^om 
the service of the United States when the purposes for which they were 
called into service shall have been accomplished, or on the conclusion 
of hostilities. — {Section 4, ibid.) 



CHAPTER XII. 



RANK AND COMMAND: TACTICAL AND TEEEITORIAL 
OEGANIZATIONS. 

*For clerks and. messengers at the headquarters of the Army and at 
the several department headquarters; at the recruiting headquarters 
and rendezvous; at the Military Academy at West Point; at the Artil- 
lery School at Fort Monroe, Virginia; at the Infentry and Cavalry 
School at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, and at the Cavalry and Light 
Artillery School at Fort Riley, Kansas, not exceeding ninety clerks, at 
one thousand dollars each; twenty-five clerks, at one thousand one 
hundred dollars each; ten clerks, at one thousand two hundred dollars 
eaeh, and forty-five messengers, at seven hundred and twenty dollars 
each, one hundred and sixty-one thousand nine hundred dollars. 

And said clerks and messengers shall be employed and apportioned 
to the several headquarters, stations, and inspection districts by the 
Secretary of War.— (Ac< of March 15 j 1898.)

491. * ♦ * From the proceeds of sales of old material, condemned 
stores, supplies, or other public property of any kind, before being 
deposited into the Treasury, either as miscellaneous receipts on account 
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of "proceeds of Government property," or to the credit of the appro- 
priations to which such proceeds are by law authorized to be made, 
there may be paid the expenses of such sales, as approved by the 
accounting officers of the Treasury, so as to require only the net pro- 
ceeds of such sales to be deposited into the Treasury, either as miscel- 
laneous receipts or to the credit of such appropriations, as the case 
may he.— Act of June 8, 1896 {29 Stat. L., 268). 



CHAPTER XIX. 
THE PAY DEPARTMENT. 

TRAVEL ALLOWANCES: MILEAGB. 

631. The maximum sum to be allowed and paid to any officer of the 
Army shall be seven cents per mile, distances to be computed over the 
shortest usually traveled routes : Provided further^ That when any 
officer so traveling shall travel in whole or in part on any railroad on 
which the troops and supplies of the United States are entitled to be 
transported free of charge, or over any of the bond-aided Pacific rail- 
roads, or over the railroad of any railroad company which is entitled 
to receive only fifty per centum of the compensation earned by such 
company for transportation services rendered to the United States, he 
shall be furnished with a transportation request by the Quartermaster's 
Department for such travel 5 and the cost of the transportation so fur- 
nished shall be a charge against the officer's mileage account for such 
travel, to be deducted by the Paymaster who pays the account, at rates 
paid by the general public for travel over such roads : Provided further ^ 
That officers who, by reason of the decision of the accounting officers of 
the Treasury, have been compelled to pay from their own means one- 
half of the cost of their travel fare over raifroads known as fifty per 
centum railroads, shall be reimbursed the same by the Pay Depart- 
ment, ajid paymasters against whom disallowances have been made by 
the accounting officers of the Treasury under such decision shall have 
the amount so disallowed passed to their credit — (Act of March 15y 
1898.)

law, who shall each recei\^e the pay and allowances of like grades in the 
Army, and the officers of the Signal Corps shall retain the commissions 
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held by them at the date of the next vacancy in the office of Ohief 
Signal Officer, unless promoted in compliance with law. — (Act of August

vacancy occurs in the office of the Ohief Signal Officer may be made in 
grades below that of colonel upon the approval of this act. — {Act of 
March 2, 1897, 29 Stat.

920. All appropriations made for the support of the Signal Service 
or Corps shall be disbursed under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, by the regularly bonded officer who is now and may be hereafter 
detailed by the Secretary of War for duty as disbursing officer of the 
Signal Service.^— (Ac^ of August 30, 1890, 26 Stat.

VOLXJNTBEB SiaNAL OOBPS. 

921. The President is hereby authorized to organize a volunteer 
signal corps, for service during the existing war, which corps shall 
receive the same pay and allowances as are authorized by law for the 
Signal Corps of the Army. — {Act of May 18, 1898.) 

The volunteer signal corps shall consist of one colonel, one lieuten- 
ant-colonel, one major as disbursing officer, and such other officers and 
men as may be required, not exceeding one major for each army corps, 
and two captains, two first lieutenants, two second lieutenants, five 
first-class sergeants, ten sergeants, ten corporals, and thirty first-class

tramways, canals, or reservoirs, to the extent of the ground occupied 
by the water of the canals and reservoirs, and fifty feet on each side of 
the marginal limits thereof, or fifty feet on each side of the center line 
of the tramroad, by any citizen or association of citizens of the United- 
States, for the purposes of furnishing water for domestic, public, and 
other beneficial uses. — Act of May 11, 1898. 

That the rights of way for ditches, canals, or reservoirs heretofore or 
hereafter approved under the provisions of sections eighteen, nineteen, 
twenty, and twenty-one of the Act entitled "An Act to repeal timber- 
culture laws, and for other purposes," approved March third, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one, may be used for purposes of a public nature; 
and said rights of way may be used for purposes of water transporta- 
tion, for domestic purposes, or for the development of power, as sub- 
sidiary to the main purpose of irrigation. — Section 2, ibid.

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CHAPTER XXXIV. 



THE MILITIA. 

1282. The Secretary of War is hereby authorized to issue to the Gov- 
ernors of the several States and Territories such number of Springfield 
breech-loading rifles, caliber forty-flve one-hundredths of an inch, as 
are now required for arming all of the regularly armed and equipped 
militia (generally known as the !N^ational Guurd) of each State and 
Territory that are not already supplied with this arm: Provided , That 
each State and Territory be required on receipt of the new arms to turn 
in to the Ordnance Department, United States. Army (without receiving 
any money credit therefor), an equal number of the arms now in its 
possession, except its Springfield rifles, caliber forty-five one-hundredths 
of an iuch.— {Section 1, act of February 24^ 1897 ^ 29 Stat. L., 592.) 

Sec. 2. That each State and Territory shall hereafter make an annual 
return to the Secretary of War of all the arms issued to them under 
this or any former Act of Congress as provided for in the Act of Feb- 
ruary 12, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, making a permanent 
annual appropriation for arming and equipping the militia. — (Section 2j 
ibid.) 

Seo. 3. That any State or Territory may, in addition to the stores 
and supplies issued under the provisions of this Act and the Act of 
February 12, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, purchase for the usq 
of its National Guard or reserve militia, at regulation prices for cash 
at place of sale, such stores and supplies from any department of the 
Army as, in the opinion of the Secretary of War, can be spared. — (Sec- 
tion 3y iMd.)

THE INDIANS; INDIAN AGENTS; THE INDIAN COUNTEY. 
(K)VEBNMENT of INDIAN COUNTRY. 

1474. No ardent spirits, ale,' beer, wine, or intoxicating liquor or 
liquors of whatever kind shall be introduced, under any pretense, into 
the Indian country. [Any person who shall sell, give away, dispose of, 
exchange, or barter any malt, spirituous, or vinous liquor, including 
beer, ale, and wine, or any ardent or other intoxicating liquor of any 
kind whatsoever, or any essence, extract, bitterS| preparation or com- 
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pound, composition, or any article whatsoever, under any name, label, 
or brand, which produces intoxication, to any Indian to whom allot- 
ment of land has been made while the title to the same shall be held in 
trust by the Government, or to any Indian a ward of the Government 
under charge of any Indian Superintendent or Agent, or any Indian, 
including mixed bloods, over whom the Government, through its 
departments, exercises guardianship, and any person who shall intro- 
duce or attempt to introduce any malt, spirituous, or vinous liquor, 
including beer, ale, and wine, or any ardent or intoxicating liquor of 
any kind whatsoever into the Indian country, which term shall include 
any Indian allotment while the title to the same shall be held in trust 
by the Government, or while the same shall remain inalienable by the 
allottee without the consent of the United States, shall be punished by 
imprisonment for not less than sixty days, and by a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars for the first offense and not less than two 
hundred dollars for each offense thereafter: Provided, however, that the 
person convicted shall be committed until fine and costs are paid. But 
it shall be a sufficient defense to any charge of introducing or attempt- 
ing to introduce ardent spirits, ale, beer, wine, or intoxicating liquors 
into the Indian country that the acts charged were done under 
authority, in writing, firom the War Department or any officer duly 
authorized thereunto by the War Department.] — {Act of January 30, 
1897, 29 Stat. L., 506.) 

' All complaints for the arrest of any person or persons made for^ 
violation of any of the provisions of this act shall be made in the 
county where the offense shall have been committed, or if committed 
upon or within any reservation not included in any county, then in any 
county adjoining such reservation, and, if in the Indian Territory, 
before the United States court commissioner, or commissioner of the 
circuit court of the United States residing nearest the place where the 
offense was committed, who is not for any reason disqualified; but in 
all cases such arrests shall be made before any United States court 
commissioner residing in such adjoining county, or before any magis- 
trate or judicial officer authorized by the laws of the State in which 
such reservation is located to issue warrants for the arrest and exam- 
ination of offenders by section ten hundred and fourteen of the Bevised 
Statutes of the United States. And all persons so arrested shall, 
unless discharged upon examination, be 'held to answer and stand trial 
before the court of the United States having jurisdiction of the 
offense.— (Ac< of July 23, 1892 j 27 Stat. L., 260.)

OFFICERS OF THE NATIONAL HOME. 

1756. The officers of the National Home shall consist of a governor, 
a deputy governor, a secretary, a treasurer, and such other officers as 
the managers may deem necessary. They shall be appointed from 
honorably discharged soldiers who served as mentioned in the follow- 
ing section;^ and they may be appointed and removed, from time to 
time, as the interests of the institution may require, by the Board of 
Managers.— (Ac^ of April 11^ 1892^ ^ Stat. X., 15.) 

Provided^ That surgeons, assistant surgeons, and other medical offi- 
cers of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, and the 
several branches thereof, may be appointed from others than those who 
have been disabled in the military service of the United States. — {Act 
of February .9, 1897, 29 Stat. Z., 517.) 



OHAl>TER XLIII. 
NATIONAL PARKS. 

PROTECTION OF NATIONAL MILITARY PARKS. 

Every person who willfully destroys, mutilates, defaces, injures, or 
removes any monument, statue, marker, guidepost, or other structure, 
or who willfully destroys, cuts, breaks, injures, or removes any tree, 
shrub or plant within the limits of any National Parks shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not less than ten 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars for each monument, statue, 
marker, guidepost, or other structure, tree, shrub or plant destroyed, 
defaced, injured, cut, or removed, or by imprisonment for not less than 
fifteen days and not more than one year, or by both fine and imprison- 
ment.— (/Seciiow i, act of March 5, 1897^ 29 Stat. L.y 621.) 

Sec. 2. That every person who shall trespass upon any National 
Parks for the purpose of hunting or shooting, or who shall hunt any 
kind of game thereon with gun or dog, or shall set trap or net or other 
device whatsoever thereon for the purpose of hunting or catching game 

^ Section 4830, Revised Statutes. 
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of any kind, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
not more than one thousand dollars or by imprisonment for not less than 
five days or more than thirty days, or by both tine and imprisonment. — 
{Section 2^ ihid.) 

Sec. 3. That the superintendent or any guardian of such park is 
authorized to arrest forthwith any person engaged or who may have 
been engaged in committing any misdemeanor named in this Act, and 
shall bring such person before any United States commissioner or judge 
of any district or circuit court of the United States within either of 
the districts within which the park is situated, and in the district 
within whicb the misdemeanor has been committed, for the purpose of 
holding him to answer for such misdemeanor, and then and there shall 
make complaint in due form. — {Section 3y ihid.) 

Seo. 4. That any person to whom land lying within any National 
Parks may have been leased, who refuses to give up possession of the 
same to the United States after the termination of said lease, and after 
possession has been demanded for the United States by any Park 
Commissioner or the park superintendent, or any person retaining pos- 
session of land lying within the boundary of said Park which he or she 
may have sold to the United States for park purposes and have received 
payment therefor, after possession of the same has been demanded for 
the United States by any Park Commissioner or the park superin- 
tendent, shall be deemed guilty of trespass, and the United States may 
maintain an action for the recovery of the possession of the premises 
so withheld in the courts of the United States, according to the statutes 
or code of practice of the State in which the park may be situated. — 
{Section 4, ibid.) 

Sec. 5. This Act shall apply only to the Military Parks of the United 
States. — {Section 5, ibid,) 



CHAPTER XLIV. 



NATIONAL CEMETERIES. 

INTERMENTS. 

Sec. 4878. All soldiers, sailors or marines dying in the service of the 
United States, or dying in a destitute condition after having been 
honorably discharged from the service, or who served during the late 
war in the regular or volunteer forces, may be buried in any National 
Cemetery free of cost. The production of the honorable discharge of 
a deceased man shall be sufftcient authority for the Superintendent of 
any cemetery to permit the interment. Army nurses honorably dis- 
charged from their service as such may be buried in any National 
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Cemetery; and if in a destitute condition, free of cost The Secretary 
of War is authorized to issue certificates to those army nurses entitled 
to burial.— (Acf of March 5, 1897^ 29 Stat, i., 6J26.)

MISCELLANEOUS LEGISLATION. 

RECOGNITION OF THE INDEPENDENCE OF THE PEOPLE OF CUBA; 
DECLARATION OP WAR WITH SPAIN, ETC. 

Whereas the abhorrent conditions which have existed for more than 
three years in the Island of Ouba^ so near our own borders, have shocked 
the moral sense of the people of the United States^ have been a disgrace 
to Christian civilization, culminating, as they have, in the destruction 
of a United States battle ship, with two hundred and sixty-six of its 
officers and crew, while on a friendly visit in the harbor of Havana, 
and can not longer be endured, as has been set forth by the President 
of the United States in his message to Congress of April eleventh, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-eight, upon which the action of Congress 
was invited: Therefore, 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, First. That the people of the Island 
of Cuba are, and of right ought to be, free and independent. 

Second. That it is the duty of the United States to demand, and the 
Government of the United States does hereby demand, that the Gov- 
ernment of Spain at once relinquish its authority and government in 
the Island of Cuba and withdraw its land and naval forces from Cuba 
and Cuban waters. 

Third. That the President of the United States be, and he hereby is, 
directed and empowered to use the entire land and naval forces of the 
United States, and to call into the actual service of the United States 
the militia of the several States, to such extent as may be necessary to 
carry these resolutions into effect. 

Fourth. That the United States hereby disclaims any disposition or 
intention to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction, or control over said 
Island except for the pacification thereof, and asserts its determination, 
when that is accomplished, to leave the government and control of the 
Island to its people. — Act of April 20, 1898. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. First. That war be, and the 
same is hereby, declared to exist, and that war has existed since the 
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twenty-first day of April, anno Domini eighteen hundred and ninety- 
eight, including said day, between the United States of America and 
the Kingdom of Spain. 

Second. That the President of the United States be, and he hereby 
is, directed and empowered to use the entire land and naval forces of 
the United States, and to call into the actual service of the United 
States the militia of the several States, to such extent as may be neces- 
sary to carry this Act into effect. 

RELIEF OF PEOPLE IN THE YUKON RIVER COUNTRY. 

The sum of two hundred thousand dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be 
expended (or so much thereof as may be necessary) in the discretion 
and under the direction of the Secretary of War for the purchase of 
subsistence stores, supplies, and materials for the relief of people who 
are in the Yukon Eiver country, or other mining regions of Alaska, 
and to purchase transportation and provide means for the distribution 
of such stores and supplies : Provided^ That with the consent of the 
Canadian Government first obtained, the Secretary of War may cause 
the relief herein provided for to be extended into Canadian territory. 

That the said subsistence stores, supplies, and materials maybe sold 
in said country at such prices as shall be fixed by the Secretary of War, 
or donated, where he finds people in need and unable to pay for the 
same. 

That the Secretary of War is authorized to use the Army of the 
United States in carrying into effect the provisions of this Act, and 
may, in his discretion, purchase and import reindeer and employ and 
bring into the country reindeer drivers or herders not citizens of the 
United States, or provide such other means of transportation as he may 
deem practicable. The said reindeer or other outfit may be sold and 
disposed of by the Secretary of War when he shall have no further use 
for them under the provisions of this Act, or he may turn over the same 
or any part thereof to the Department of the Interior, and the proceeds 
arising from all sales herein authorized shall be covered into the 
Treasury. — Act of December 18 j 1897. 

The Secretary of War shall make report in detail to Congress at 
the beginning of its next regular session as to all purchases, employ- 
ments, sales, and donations or transfers made under the provisions of 
this Act. — Section 2^ ibid. 

PROHIBITION UPON THE EXPORT OF COAL TO CUBA. 

The President is hereby authorized, in his discretion, and with such 
limitations and exceptions as shall seem to him expedient, to prohibit 
the export of coal or other material used in war from any seaport of 
the United States until otherwise ordered by the President or by 
Congress.— J.c< of April 22^ 1898. 
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INOBEASE IN THE MEDICAL DEPABTMBNT. 

Be it enaoted^ etc. — 

* * « * * • * 

662. That the number of medical officers of the Army be increased 
by the addition of fifteen assistant surgeons with the rank of first 
lieutenant, to be appointed after examination by an army medical 
examining board, in accordance with existing regulations. — Act of May 
12, 1898. 

That in emergencies the Surgeon-Gteneral of the Army, with the 
approval of the Secretary of War, may appoint as many contract sur- 
geons as may be necessary, at a comx>ensation not to exceed one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per moiith. — Section 2j ibid. 

INCREASE IN THE ADJUTANT- GENEBAL'S DEPABTMENT. 

616. The President is authorized, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, to appoint one assistant adjutant-general with the tank 
of colonel, and one assistant adjutant-general with the rank of major: 
Provided, That the vacancy created in the grade of colonel by this act 
shall be filled by the promotion of officers now in the Adjutant- General's 
Department according to seniority, and that upon the mustering out 
of the volunteer forces and the reduction of the Eegular Army to a 
peace basis no appointments shaU be made in the Adjutant-General's 
Department until the number of officers in each grade in that Depart- 
ment shaU be reduced to the number authorized by the law in force 
prior to the passage of this act. — Act of May 18, 1898. 

ISSUES OF SUPPLIES TO DESTITUTE PBBSONS IN CUBA; ISSUES OP 
ARMS, AMMUNITION, EQUIPMENTS, ETC., TO CUBAN INSUBGENTS. 

While serving in Ouba during the existing war, officers of the Army 
of the United States exercising separate commands may, by special 
order, cause subsistence, medical, and quartermaster's supplies to be 
issued to, and other aid rendered to, inhabitants of the Island of Cuba 
who are destitute and in imminent danger of perishing unless they 
receive the same. — Act of May 18, 1898. 

That the President, and general officers commanding troops in Ouba, 
are hereby authorized to furnish to the Cuban people such arms, ammu- 
nition, equipments, and military stores and supplies as they may require 
in order to increase their eflFective fighting force in the existing war 
against Spain. — Section 2j iUd. 
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
